The prin- 
ciple, of these amounts, are to be di- 
vided among the children, his nieces 
and nephews, at the death of their 
rarenta, with certain stipulations.

DIEHL CASE FOR CIVIL COURT 
Disputes over unsettled business 


accounts on ownership of property 
have no place in criminal court and 
Judge Wanner again ruled to that 
effect on Friday, when he threw out 
of court a case brought by Curtis E. 
Diehl. of New Oxford, against Paul 
Sterner, of near Hanover. Both men 
are poultry dealers, Sterner selling 
eggs, poultry and butter for Diehl. 
The goods were charged to Sterner at 
several points less than the city mar- 
ket prices then prevailing, which re- 
duction represented Sterner*s profit. 
The balance he was accustomed to 
remit to Diehl. This course of con- 
duct was carried on for a long time 
between the men, until in December 
of last year. At that time Sterner 
mailed three checks for $5,500 to 
Diehl in payment for produce sold, 
but when Diehl went to the bank to 
get the checks cashed he found pay- 
ment had been stopped'. He 
v then 


sued Sterner under a criminal statute 
for 
fraudulent 
conversion of 
the 


money represented by the checks. 
Without hearing any witnesses in 
court Friday, Judge Wanner learned 
from counsel that the checks were not 
paid because Sterner claimed that af- 
ter issuing them he discovered he had 
overpaid Diehl on the year's trans- 
actions up to that time and that Diehl 
was in fact indebted to Sterner. Un- 
der this state of affairs the court ruled 
that the, dispute was purely one for 
the civil court and that conviction of 
Sterner cou«(J not be had under a 
criminal statute. A juror was with- 
drawn and the case continued with 
the admoniition from the court that 
suit be brought in tbe civil court for 
an adjustment of the dispute.

This 
they did out of respect for the holy 
book. The reason there Is not proper 
reverence for the Bible Is that people 
are not taught to believe it is God's 
Word. Reverence In the house of God 
will only be when the Bible Is regarded 
as God's very words. 


5. They Joined Heartily 
In 
the 


Prayer (v. 6). As Ezra led them in 
prayer the people Joined heartily in 
saying "Amen! Amen!" bowing their 
faces to the ground. 


II. A Model Bible Teacher (w. 7, 8). 
1. He Stood Up Where the People 


Could See Him (v. 5).' The position 
and bearing of the teacher has much 
to do with the attention and interest 
of the class. 


2. He 
Read 
Distinctly 
(v. 
8). 


Teachers should take particular heed 
to this. Much Bible reading Is greatly 
to the discredit of the Woed and the 
reader. 


3. Caused the People to Understand 


the Reading (v. 8). 
The supreme 


business of the teacher Is to make 
the Word of God so plain that all, old 
and young, con understand. 


III. The Impressions Made (vv. 9- 


18). 


The effect of teaching God's Word 


is most important. In this case it was 
very encouraging. 


1. Conviction of jgjn (v. 9). The Word 


of God brings conviction of sin (Acts 
2:37). It is quick and powerful (Heb. 
4:12). 
The way to get conviction of 


sin Is by teaching the Word of God, 
not by appealing to the emotions by' 
telling death-bed stories. The people 
had real cause for sorrow—they'were 
far.from God. They mot only had be- 
come worldly and the rich were io 
their greed 
oppressing 
the 
poor, 


,but 
they 
weue perplexed through 


their mixed marriages. 


2. Weeping Turned Into Joy (vv. 10- 


12). When sin« have been perceived 
and" confessed <»od would not have 
His children t» be sad. 
Continued 


mourning will not atone for the sins 
that are past. It unfits one for pres- 
ent tasks and dishonors a pardoning 
dod. Besides, joy has a salutary effect 
upon one's entire being. 


3. Shared 
Their Blessings 
With 


Others (w. 10-12). Christianity is not 
having a good time alone; it Is shar- 
ing our prosperity with others. True 
Joy manifests Itself In giving to others. 
Pure religion goes ont to minister to 
the poor (Jas. 1:27). 


4. The People Obeyed (w. 13-18). 


In their acquaintance with the Scrip- 
tures they found that the Feast of 
Tabernacles had been, long neglected. 
As soon as they understood the Scrip- 
tares they went forth to do as they 
had been told. They went to work and 
kept this sacred feast in a way that 
It had not been kept since the days 
of Joshua (v. 17). & the Scriptures 
were read and made plain many things 
could Hie found which have not been 
complied with. In the keeping of this 
feast they dwelt In booths, thus typi- 
fying their pilgrim character and 
bringing to their remembrance the 
days of their wilderness journey.

IS THE SPILLING OF, 


SALT UNLUCKY 


T 


HE superstition connected with the 


spilling of salt .during a meal 


has had the same origin as that con- 
cerning 13 people at a table—the Last 
Supper. 
But, unlike the latter be- 


lief, there is no foundation for it in 
history. None of the accounts of the 
Last Supper records any spilling of 
the salt by Judas and it is doubtful 
whether Leonardo da Vinci, in his 
famous fresco of Christ and 
His 


apostles, intended to attach any sig- 
nificance to the overturned saltcellar 
beyond indicating nervousness on the I 
part of Judas. Da Vinci's painting j 
having been accepted as an historic 
replica of the 
Supper, it Is only 


natural that the incident of the ove^r- 
turned salt should have been implant- 
ed in the public's mind as an Integral 
part of the meal and that it should 
have been connected with Judas and 
his subsequent ill fortune. 


The custom of throwing salt over 


tlie left shoulder !u order to dissipate 
any evil influence lias an origin which 
antedates Da Vinci by many hundreds 
of years. 
The pagan Romans con- 


sidered that salt was sacred to the 
Penates, the household gods, and that 
to spill It diring a meal would incur 
the wrath .of these gods—not upon the 
spiller, but upon the person toward 
whom It was spilled- Casting a pinch 
of salt over the left shoulder—the 
shoulder of evil—was therefore an 
act of politeness, for it was supposed 
to lift the curse from the person to- 


ward whom the salt fell ancl to fasten ' 
It upon the spiller himself. 
It was 


doubtless this ancient Latin belief 
which caused Leonardo da Vinci to 
include the overturned salt in his 
painting of the Last Supper.

GOOD THINGS TO "PUT 
UP" 


It Is pleasant to try some well- 


recommended recipes, without slight- 


ing those which 
have 
long been 


used in the fam- 
ily, for sometimes 
we find one which 
we like so well 
that it is added 
to the sncred fam- 
ily cook book. 


Plum Catsup.—Take one-half peck 


of blue plums, one pint of vinegar, 
half the weight of the plums In sugar 
—less if liked less sweet. Add ft table- 
spoonful each of cloves, cinnamon and 
allspice, tied in a muslin cloth. Boll 
together, strain through a colander 
and boll again until of the right con- 
sistency. 


Apple and Pepper Sauce.—Cut uu- 


rlpe, tart apples in thick slices, place 
In layers with sliced green peppers, 
using one-half dozen peppers to one 
dozen tipples; and over each layer 
sprinkle salt, using one-half cupful. 
Tie In a muslin cloth one teaspoonful 
of crushed cloves, mace, peppercorns, 
and nasturtium seed, one cupful of 
sugai and three pints of vinegar; pour 
boiling hot over the apples six morn- 
Ings. Then seal. 


Chili Sauca.—Boil together five cup- 


fuls of vinegar, two tablespoonfuls of 
salt and one cupful of sugar, then add 
twenty-four large ripe tomatoes, three 
red peppers, nnd seven onions, all put 
through the ment grinder. Cook one 
hour, bottle and senl. 


Green 
Apples and 
Onions.—Slice 


green apples, using a dozen apples to 
three 
good-sized 
onions, cook 
the 


onions In a little fat until somewhat 
soft, then add the apples impeded; 
cook until nearly done, then add a lit- 
tle sugar, suit and a dash of cayenne. 
Serve as a vegetable with pork chops 
or steak. 


Canning Young Beets.—Wash and 


trim, leaving two inches of stem on 
each to keep them from bleeding. 
Cook until tender, skin and place in 
Jars with two tablespoonfuls of sugar 
to each quart, and one teaspoonful of 
snlt. Set jars into a kettle of wnter 
and seal, not tight; cook in the water 
for an hour. Seal and set In the cel- 
lar for winter use.

from time to time; season well and 
cook until brov»n. 
The chicken will 


be tender and Juicy with this slow 
cooking. 


Stuffed Steak.—Grind n pound of 


round of beef through the meat grind- 
er (season with salt, pepper and onion) 
with one egg. Prepare a bread stuff- 
ing as for poultry, grease gem pans, 
put in a layer of the meat, then of the 
dressing and lastly a layer of the 
meat. 
Bake and turn out on small 


plates and garnish with parsley. 


Currant Pie.—Take one cupful of 


crushed ripe currants, one cupful of 
sugar, two egg yolks, a pinch of salt 
two tablespoonfuls of flour and one 
of cold water. 
Cook until smooth 


and thick. Cool and fill a baked shell. 
Cover with a meringue made of the 
two egg whites with three tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar; dot with half 
a dozen marshmallows and brown 
lightly 
In the 
oven. 
If 
currants 


crushed and put up fresh with sugar 
are used, one nnd one-half cupfuls 
of the fruit will be sufficient for a 
pie.

Tomatoes d' Uxelles.—Stuff toma- 


toes with any desired filling and bake 
until tender. 
Cover with buttered 


crumbs and place them under the 
gas flame to become a golden brown. 


Apple and 
Blackberry 
Jelly.—To 


each peck of red astrakan apples add 
three pints of blackberries. Cook the 
berries and apples with as little wa- 
ter as possible. 
Drain, but do not 


squeeze. 
Use two-thirds ns much 


sugar as Juice and cook until It Jells; 
first cooking the juice for ten minutes 
before adding the sugar. If carefully 
made it will be a beautiful red. The 
apples should be cored, but not pared. 


Cold Slaw.—Shred a head of cab- 


bage very fine, then pour, over the 
following boiling hot: one-half cupful 
of, vinegar, a tablespoonful of butter. 
Remove from the heat, add a beaten 
egg and three tablespoonfuls of sweet 
cream. Season with salt and mustard, 
pepper nnd sugar. Pour over the cab- 
bage boiling hot. 


CROPS JLL GOOD 


Western Canada Farmers Jubi- 


lant Over Prospects. 


Harveet In Southwestern Manitoba 


Expected to Com* Clow to 


Bumper Yield of 1915. 


Those who have friends in Western 


Canada will be anxious to learn of 
the condition* there, and will be In- 
terested In knowing that generally the 
crop prospect is very favorable. Cut- 
ting and harvesting have become gen- 
eral, and It la anticipated that the re- 
sults which will appear when thrash- 
ing is completed will be highly satis- 
factory. 


With the widely varying weather 


conditions that have prevailed In the 
different sections of the prairie prov- 
inces it would be Impossible to fore- 
cast with any degree of accuracy as to 
how the crop Is made. The Manitoba 
crop has held Its own, and the outlook 
for the province as a whole is decided- 
ly good. 


With the exception of an area south 


and west of Brandon, grain crops ID 
Manitoba continue to give promises 
of a good harvest, the best In fact for 
a number of seasons, reports the Cana- 
dian National Hallways for the week 
ended July 22. llecent rains and favor- 
able temperatures have improved con- 
ditions wonderfully. 


Southwestern Manitoba will reap a 


harvest which will nearly equal the 
bumper harvest of 1015. Farmers In 
the district are very optimistic. The 
rye crop Is exceptionally good; many 
fields will yield upwards of 30 bushels 
per acre. The fields are remarkably 
free of weeds, and the grasshopper 
menace, which has been evident in the 
southwestern portion of the province 
for the past three years, has been 
almost entirely obliterated. No dam- 
age has been done to the wheat crop 
by rust, and the oats crop will aver- 
age more than GO bushels to the acre 


In Saskatchewan there are large 


areas where the crops are excellent. 
In places where the prospects some 
few weeks ago were not encouraging, 
material change for the better is ap- 
parent. In these places unusually dry 
weather during a portion of the grow- 
ing season kept the crops back, but 
what was most remarkable was the 
effect that the spring moisture had. 
While light In some places, this mois- 
ture kept sufficient strength in the 
growing crops to ensure a fair jield 
of n good quality of grain. This con- 
dition arises in the mid-central dis- 
tricts of the province. 


The southern portions of the prov- 


ince have been exceptionally favored, 
reports showing that the yield of all 
grains will be wonderfully good. 


The crops of all Saskatchewan are 


a week or ten days later than those 
of Manitoba. 


Conditions in Alberts are said to be 


good, especially In southern Alberta, 
where copious and plentiful showers 
came In time to give assurance of 
good paying yields. This applies to 
nearly all sections of that district. 


Northern Alberta, or at least that 


portion of it lying within thirty mile* 
of Edmonton, hns suffered from lack of 
moisture, a very unusual thing for 
that district, where there Is generally 
an abundance. As a result, the heavy 
yields of wheat, oats and barley for 
which the district is noted will show 
considerable falling off over past years. 
The 
grain, though, is of excellent 


quality and the yield will be fair. 


I'nsturage is poor, and the hay crop 


will fall short of that of any previous 
year for quite an extended period. 


On the whole, the prairie provinces 


of Western Canada will have a crop 
that will warrant the statement that it 
will prove satisfactory and remuner- 
ative. 


A number of farmers put In corn 


this year, and from present appear- 
ances there Is a 
likelihood of an 


abundant yield for fodder and ensi- 
lage, while a good deal of it will fully 
mature. 
A number of 
silos 
were 


erected this season. While grain grow- 
ing is losing none of its interest. It 
Is highly pleasing to note the number 
of farmers who are adding dairying to 
the grain growing industry.—Adver- 
tisement.

(v, 2), The class was made up of 
men, women and children.

then did not leave the church-going to 
the women.

h e superstition connected with the 
spilling of salt .during a meal 
has had the same origin as that con- 
cerning 13 people at a table—the Last 
Supper. 
But, unlike the latter be- 
lief. there is no foundation for it in 
history. 
None of the accounts of the 
Last Supper records any spilling of 
the salt by Judas and It Is doubtful 
whether Leonardo da Vinci, In his 
famous 
fresco 
of 
Christ 
and 
His 
apostles, intended to attach any sig- 
nificance to the overturned saltcellar 
beyond irfdicatlng nervousness on the 
part of Judas. 
Da Vinci's painting 
having been accepted as an historic 
replica 
of 
the 
Supper, 
It Is only 
natural that the Incident of thè over- 
turned salt should have been implant- 
ed in the public's mind as an Integral 
part of the meal and that it should 
have been connected with Judas and 
his subsequent III fortune. 


The custom of throwing salt over 
the left shoulder m order to dissipate 
uny evil influence has an origin which 
antedates Da Vinci by many hundreds 
of years. 
The pagan Komans con- 
sidered that salt was sacred to the 
Penates, the household gods, and that 
to spill It dtring a meal would incur 
the wrath .of these gods—not upon the 
splller, but upon the person toward 
whom It was spilled. Casting a pinch 
of salt over the left shoulder—the 
shoulder of evil—was therefore an 
act of politeness, for It was supposed 
to lift the curse from the person to- 


ward whom the salt fell and to fasten 
It upon the splller himself. 
It was 
doubtless this ancient Latin belief 
which caused Leonardo da Vinci to 
include the overturned 
salt in his 
painting of the Last Supper.

Add a table- 
spoonful oach of cloves, cinnamon and 
allspice, tied In a muslin cloth. Boll 
together, 
strain 
through a colander 
and boll again until of tho right con- 
sistency. 


Apple and Pepper Sauce.—Cut 
un- 
rliK\ tart applos in thick slices, place 
in layers with sliced groon popperB, 
using ono-half dozen pepp^^rs to one 
do/Am apples; 
and over each 
layer 
sprinkle salt, using one-half 
cupful. 
Tie In a muslin cloth one tcaspoonful 
of crushed cloves, maco, popporconis, 
and nasturtium seed, one cupful of 
Bugai and three pints of vinegar; pour 
boiling hot over the apples six morn- 
ings. Then seal. 


Chili Sauce.—IJoll together five cup- 
fuls of vinegar, two tablospoonfuls of 
salt and ono cupful of sugar, then add 
twenty-four largo ripe tomatoes, three 
rod poppers, nnd seven onions, all put 
through the meat grinder. 
Cook one 
hour, bottle and seal.

Thoso who have friends In Weitem 
Canada will bo anxious to learn of 
the conditions thero, and will be In- 
terested In knowing that generally the 
crop prospect Is very favorable. Cut- 
ting and harvesting have become gen- 
eral, and It Is anticipated that the re- 
suits which will appear when thrash- 
ing Is completed will bo highly satis- 
factory. 


With 
the widely varying wea^h^r 
conditions that have prevailed in the 
different sections of the prairie prov- 
inces It would bo Impossible to fore- 
cast with any degree of accuracy as to 
how the crop Is made. The Manitoba 
crop has held Its own, and the outlook 
for the province as a whole Is decldpd- 
ly good. 


With the exception of an area south 
and west of Brandon, grain crops in 
Manitoba continue to give promls«*s 
of a good harvest, the best In fact for 
a number of seasons, reports the Cana- 
dian National Hallways for the w»H>k 
ended July 22. Recent rains nnd favor- 
able temperatures have Improved con- 
ditions \vondorfully. 


Southwestern Manitoba will reap & 
harvest which will nearly equal the 
bumper harvest of 1015. Farmers in 
the district are very optimistic. 
The 
rye crop Is exceptionally good; many 
fields will yield upwards of 30 bushel» 
por acre. Tho fields are remarkably 
free of woods, and tho grasshopper 
menace, which has boon evident In the 
southwestern portion of the province 
for the past three years, has been 
almost entirely obliterated. No dam- 
age has been done to the wheat crop 
by rust, and the oats crop will aver- 
age more than 60 bushels to the acre 
In Saskatchewan 
there 
are 
large 
areas whore tlie crops are excellent. 
In places where the prospects some 
few weeks ago wore not encouraging, 
material change for the better Is ap- 
parent. 
In these places unusually dry 
weather during a portion of the grow- 
ing season kept the crops back, but 
what was most remarkable was the 
efìVct that the spring moisture had. 
While light In some places, this mois- 
ture kept suillclent strength in 
the 
growing crops to ensure a fair >leld 
of a good Quality of grain. This con- 
dition arises In the mid-central dis- 
tricts of the province. 


The southern portions of the prov- 
ince have been exceptionally favored, 
reports showing that the yield of all 
grains will be wonderfully good. 


The crops of all Saskatchewan are 
ft week or ten days later than those 
of Manitoba, 


Conditions In Alberta are said to be 
good, especially In southern Alberta, 
where copious and plentiful showers 
came In time to give assurance of 
good paying yields. 
This applies to 
nearly all sections of that district. 


Northern Alberta, or at least that 
portion of it lying within thirty miles 
of Edmonton, has suffered from lack of 
moisture, a very unusual 
thing for 
that district, where there Is generally 
an abundance. As a result, the- heavy 
yields of wheat, oats and barley for 
which the district Is noted will show 
considerable falling off over past years 
The 
grain, 
though. Is of excel l*'nt 
quality and the yield will be fair. 
Pasturage Is poor, and the hay t 
will fall short of that of any previ'»ua 
year for quite an extended period. 


Un tlie whole, the prairie provînt es 
of Western Canada wdli have a rrop 
that will warrant the statement that It 
win prove satisfactory and remuieT- 
atlve, 


A number of farmers put In r^rn 
this year, and from present 
appear 
ances there Is a 
likelihood 
of 
an 
abundant yield for fodder and en^i 
läge, while a good deal of it wllì fwliy 
mature, 
A number 
of 
silos 
\\» re 
erected this season. While grain gmw 
ing Is losing none of Its interest, it 
Is highly pleasing to note the number 
of farmers who are adding dairying to 
the grain growing 
industry.—Adver- 
tisement.
